IN REBELLION. 


La Libertad Under American Bluelackets— 
Brazilian Government Troops Routed. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
NEW YORK, June 6.—The Herald’s La 
Libertad dispatch says that Ezeta’s flight 
from the country is not known to his 


Salvador. La Libertad is practically un- 
der control of American sailors, whé were 
landed from the U.S.S.. Bennington, to pro- 
tect the American consulate and American 
interests in the city. Ezeta arrived here 
yesterday, and, with ten companies, im- 
mediately went aboard the steamer Va- 
leria and sailed for Panama. 

~The Herald’s correspondent at Rio de 
Janeiro says that the Federal forces under 
Gen. Pina have taken Cangareza, routing 
the government troops, in a fight which 
lasted forty-éight hours, and in which 
many were killed. The «wounded were car- 
ried away. Pina is marching upon Pe- 
_latos and Santa Ana. The towns are de- 
serted, the inhabitants having fled in ter- 
ror at the approach of the Federals. 


OHIO REPUBLICANS. 
A Notable Convention Assembled at Colum- 


bus, 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 


COLUMBUS (0.,) June 5.—Delegates to 
the Republican State Convention today 
held district meetings at 2 p.m. and trans- 
acted routine business. This being the off 
year but little interest is manifested ih 
routine affairs. The offices to be filled and 
the men who will be renominated are, 
Secretary of State Samuel M. Taylor, 
School Commissioner Corson, Mem- 
ber of Board of Public Works Charles R. 
Grace. 

Franklin J. Dickman, for renomination 
as Supreme: Judge, has opposition in 
Judge John Price of Bellefontaine. The 
result is in doubt. The convention was 
called to order by J. C. Bonner of Toledo, 
chairman of the State Central Committee. 
At the convention were 866 delegates. This 
is the fortieth annual convention in Ohio. 
Chairman Bonner’s opening speech was to 
the. effect that the county needs g regmiar 
business management. 

Rev. S. D. Hutsinpiller of Toledo offered 
prayer, after which Hon. Belamy Storer, 
member of Congress from the Cincinnati 
District, was presented as the temporary 
chairman and was tendered a continuous 
ovation as he bowed to Col. Bonner and 
then to Gov. McKinley, who occupied the 
box to the left of the stage. 

‘At the conclusion of Mr. Storer’ s ad- 
dress the usual committees were appointed, 
when President Woodman of the State 
League made a speech, urging all to at- 
tend the national convention of Republican 
clubs in Denver on June 26. It was after 
6 p,m. when’ the convention adjourned 
until tomorrow. Tonight the Committee 
on Permanent Organization called on 
Goy. McKinley and asked him to preside. 
When the Governor declined ex-Secretary 
Charles Foster was selected as permanent 
chairman. Foster participated in the 
work of the oCmmittee on Resolutions, 
which will he in session all night, owing 
to differences on the silver question,

A Maddened Mob i 


Assault by Strikers Oil Non. 
Union Workmen. 


They Seize the Tube Works at 
McKeesport. 


THE POLICE ARE HELPLESS. 


Sheriff Richards Calls for 
200 Deputies. 


The Wildest Excitement is Now 


Several Men Brutally — 
by the Mob. 


A BLOODY. CONFLICT IS LIKELY. 


Latest Advices from Colorado Say Gov. 
Waite is Apprehensive of an -Out- 
_break—The Mine-owners 
Not Satisfied. 


Press Leased-wire Service. 

M’KEESPORT (Pa.,) June 5. —Never has 
this city witnessed such scenes of defiance 
of law and the inability of the authori- 
ties to cope with the lawbreakers to the 
extent of repressing” lawlessness as have 
been enacted here today and were in prog- 
ress during the night. The troubles grew 
out of the strike at the National Tube 
Works, and the strikers after nightfall 
outwitted the. police, broke into the m Ne 
_-yard.-and made. ‘tours ot 
works and their surroundings. 

‘The plant resumed in two departments 
today and about twenty-five men went to 
"-work.- The news quickly spread and by 
noon a mob of nearly ten thousand as- 
sembled about the gates awaiting the ap- 
‘pearance @f the workmen. Most of the 
men remained inside, but a few attempted 
to go to their homes and were caught by 
the mob and terribly beaten. The mob 
then dispersed in part, but toward even- 
ing reassembled and by 6 o’clock prob- 
ably five thousand men were massed in 
front of the entrance to the works on 
Fourth avenue, and it was seen that fully 
three-fourths of the men were foreigners. 
They captured a Slav workman and beat 
him terribly. 

At the mills the mob. ) Surged around the 
entrance until 7 o’clock ‘this evening, when 
a rush was made, and they broke into the 
yards. They began a wild chase and pur- 
suit of the hunted workmen inside. Sev- 
eral welders took to the river, and made 
their escape in Mifflin township, pursued 
by crowds of strikers, and were finally |. 
chased off in the darkness toward Du- 
quesne. The strikers were in complete 
possession of the place. They ranged 
over the grounds and finally routed out 
ten hidden workmen, who made a dash 
for freedom, but were cut off and sur- 
rounded. Witb no compunction, about ten 
armed men with clubs attacking one de- 
fenseless man, the mob set upon these 
men in swarms and beat them shockingly. 

In the crush to get at the prostrate 
men, one fellow was badly stabbed. It 
was the Homestead fight over again, with 
variations. One poor fellow was discov- 
‘ered and was pushed close by ‘the pur- 
suers, and, in desperation, sprang into 
an electric car passing along the street. 
The ‘strikers surrounded the car, and the 
motorman tried to force it through the 
crowd. The trolley pole was pulled down 
and the car stalled. Then the fugitive 
was dragged from the car anfi_beaten into 
insensibility. 

The Sheriff has been called on and 200 
deputies will leave for the scene on the 
first train. The deputies are under com- 
mand of Sheriff Richards, a courageous 
man, and he will attempt to force the mob 
from the works. The wildest excitement 
prevails throughout the city and thous- 
ands of strikers and their friends are on 
the streets. Whenever a non-union man 
is seen, a rush is made for him. If he is 
caught he is given a thorough drubbing. - 

In the crowd are many.women and chil- 
dren. The Associated Press has dispatched 
two men_to the scene. 

At 10:30 p.m. the strikers were still in 
possession of the works, and the police 
were unable to disperse them. A mass- 
metting of citizens was held and resolu- 
tions passed, asking the people to disperse 
and go to their homes. The Sheriff has 
not yet secured a posse, and will prob- 
ably not reach here tonight. One of the 
foremen was so seriously injured that he 
may die. 

As midnight approached the crowds de- 
creased and comparative quiet reigned. Al] 
the law-abiding people are indoors with the 
exception of the curious who are willing 
to take the risk of watching. The strikers 
are virtually in possession of the town. 

At 1 a.m. the situation is quiet, but 
critical. In obedience to a proclamation by 
the Mayor, the strikers have dispersed. 
They are only under cover, however. Pick- 
ets bave been posted along the river to 
give the alarm as was done at Homestead. 
At least. thirty- -five men were injured in 
the riot tonight, two of whom, si phy-

IN COLORADO. 


‘he Trouble Not Settled—Gov. Waite Orders 
the Troops Forward. \ 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

DENVER, June 5.—Gen. Brooks has re- 
ceived private instructions from Gov. Waite 
which, in connection with the movement 
of deputies today, may reopen the ques- 
tion at Cripple Creek. and hasten a bloody 
conflict. 

Gen. Brooks’s instructions are to pro- 
ceed with his troops as far as Colorado 
Springs. When there he is to get the con- 
sent of every mine-owner to abide by the 
articles of agreement and not to go a step 
further unless his mission there is suc- 
cessful. If successful, he will then go to 
the Cripple Creek district and get a like 
acknowledgement ffom the miners. If the 
assent of both sides is obtained he is to 
carry out the instructions of the Governor 
as outlined last night, but not until then. 

Later.—In accordance with Gov. Waite’s 
instructions, the ertire State militia is on 
the move to Cripple Creek. The country 
companies have already started and the 
Denver companies are now, at 9:30 o’clock, 
at the depot ready to board the special! 
that has been provided for them. The 
Denver force consists of the signal corps, 
the Chaffee Light Artillery and _ three 


| companies of infantry. The country forces 


consist of cavalry and infantry. In all 
they number 800 men. The troops will be 
accompanied by Adjt.-Gen. Tarshey, but 
will be commanded by Gen. Brooks. 

Immediately upon receipt of informa- 
tion that the deputies had advanced to 
Midland, couriers were sent in every di- 
rection, and in a short time all the strik- 
ers were again under arms. A_ body of 
four companies immediately began the 
march, in a heavy snowstorm, to Midland 
to meet the deputies. About five hundred 
remained at Bull Hill to meet the ex- 
pected main attack, while other parties 
went*to Victor and other points. 

The outlook for peace is not so favor- 
able tonight. The strikers are dissatisfied 
because: the agreement binds only Hager- 
man and Moffatt, besides which the dep- 
uties have made a threatening move. A 
company of sixty deputies advanced to 
Midland, took possession of the town, and 
later were reinforced by a large body. To- 
night a telegram was received, stating 
that Sheriff Bowers would move the dep- 
uties toward Bull Hill. The strikers look 
upon the movement of the deputies as 
an indication that the agreement will 
not be adhered, to and they are greatly 
angered in consequence. 

LAID DOWN THEIR ARMS. 

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.,) June 5.—Al- 
exander McIntosh, State crganizer for the 
Miners’ Union, read the arbitration state- 
ment to the assembled miners, and imme- 
diately all the men on Bull Hill laid 
down their arms. The pickets were called 
in and the fortification abandoned. The 
town has been decorated with flags, and 
the rejoicing over the settlemént of the 
strike is general. 

MINERS JUBILATING. 

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.,) June 5,—The 
news that the strike had been: settled 
‘caused the morning hours to be spent in 
a manner. befitting the occasion..

OUT SOAK 

Webfooters Redeeming 
Their Goods. 

Portland's People Engaged in 
Making Changes 


A Speedy Rise Takes Place in 
Bank Stocks. 


The Great Columbian Locks Thought to Be 
in Danger—A Great Stretch of De- 
vastation in British 
Columbia.

PORTLAND (Or.,) June 5.—Slowly and 
surely the water of the Willamette River 
at this point continues to rise and the in- 
dications are that it will continue for sev- 
eral days to come. This afternoon the | 
river stood 32.2 caer above the low-water 
mark. 

At Umatilla, the Columbia River stood 
34.5 feet above, and at Pascoe 34 feet 
above. There yet remains snow enough in 
the mountains to keep the rivers at their 
present height for several days to come, 
even though they should rise no higher. 

It is impossible to approximate the 
amount of damage inflicted upon this city 
in damage to property and loss of busi- 
ness. . The entire wholesale district is 
flooded to the depth of from six to ten feet 
The damage to the river front alone 
will be nearly $1,000,000. There _ i 


-searcely a wharf or warehouse from the 


Madison-street bridge to Steffen’s boat- 
yard that has not suffered to more or less 
extent. Merchandise of all kinds is stored 
in many places, which are in hourly dan- 
ger of being submerged or tilted over into 
the river. Boats are continuously moving 
goods to more secure places. In many in- 
stances merchants have been compelled to 
move their goods several, times to keep 
them above thé@ water. 

Wherever it is possible buildings in the 
submerged district are being vacated. 
Every available store, room or office build- 
ing up town has been utilized. The First 
National, the Portland National, the Bank 
of British Columbia, the don and San 
ational..and 
the Merehants’ National banks have all 
moved to higher ground. 

“Rafts and flatboats piled high with goods 
of every description are being poles through 
the streets to the waters’ edge for trans- 
portation to higher ground, where busi- 
ness is transacted with great inconveni- 
ence. . To those out of employment the 
flood has proved a great benefit; hundreds 
of men find work in building and propell- 
ing boats and rafts and assisting in mov- 
ing goods. Many families living on the 
lower ground have been forced to take 
refuge in the upper stories of their homes, 
and in many instances their situation is 
a desperate one. The railroad situation 
remains unchanged. The Southern Pacific 
is the only line running trains into the 
city. The Union Pacific is unable to es- 
tablish its river service between here and 
Umatilla. The Northern Pacific is still 
bringing its trains to the city from Kelso 
on the transfer boat Tacoma. Steamboat- 
men report they observe many barns and 
outbuildings afloat. 


No loss of life has yet occurred. As a 


means of insuring protection from fire in 
the flooded district, Chief Buchtel of the 
fire department has secured an eighty-foot 
barge on which he has fitted a stationary 
engine capable of throwing three powerful 
streams, for use in the submerged dis- 
triets.: It will be stationed just outside the 
dock line with the tug James B. Stephens 
as a tow, and-will be ready for use on both 
sides of the river. The dashing of the 
waves, caused by boats, against’ the 
wharves has caused a great deal of dam- 
age. 

The water has reached the basement of 
the Oregonian building at Sixth and Alder 
streets, but is being pumped out as fast 
as it runs in. On First street it reaches 
to Taylor street; Washington street is cov- 
ered to Fifth street. The Chamber of 
Commerce building is entirely surrounded 
and the first floor is covered to a depth of 
one foot. 

While the city is confronted with dis- 
aster, adjacent points are having a sim- 
ilar experience. Columbia Slough presents 
a scene of desolation. Many families were 
forced to abandon their homes; chicken- 
houses, barns and other’ small buildings 
have been carried away. Tops of houses 
and trees are seen just above the water. 
The lower part of Vancouver is. sub- 
merged and steamboats land at Fourth 
street. 

At Troutdale, the water covers the Union 
Meat Company’s ranch, and operations in 
the slaughter-house have ceased. Cone’s 
sawmill, between Beaver and Sandy, is al- 
most completely covered. The big boom, 
which is about 1000 feet long, still holds, 
but there is apprehension that it cannot 
stand the strain much longer. West of 
Troutdale all the bottom-lands are under 
water, and a large number of farmers wil! 
lose their crops, besides suffering other 
damages from the loss of fences and barns. 

Hood River will experience a great loss. 
Its immense strawberry crop is ripening 
and there is no means of transporting it 
to market. The locks at the Cascades have 
stood the strain so far, but there is great 
danger that they will be swept away. 
Should the water break over the bulkhead 
and pour down on the uncompleted por- 
tions, the loss would be at least $250,000. 

THE COLUMBIA LOCKS. 

SALT LAKE, June 5.—The recerit floods 
in the Northwest have been extreniely dis- 
astrous to railroad property. It is re- 
ported that the whole of the Union Pacific 
track between Umatilla and Portland, a 
distance of 186 miles, all of which is 
above high-water mark, is inundated and 


vast stretches are torn out and Washed} 


away. Thirty or forty miles of the Union 
Pacific track is also under water in the 
flooded region between Nampa and Hunt- 
ington, northwest of Idaho, and many 
bridges have been carried away. The 
high water in this section comes from 
Snake River. 

Capt. Willard Young, now City Engineer, 
who is better acquainted, perhaps, on the 
Columbia River than any other Utah resi- 
dent, -was asked for his opinion as to 
whether the great Cascade Locks, a goodly 
portion of which were constructed under 
his supervision, would stand the terrible 
strain they were now put to. In connec- 
tion therewith he told the story of their 
building. They are the largest in the 
world, but are not yet completed. The 
work of building was commenced in 1878 
under Col.-Wilson, who has now charge 


of the government buildings at Washing- | 


ton. Progress, however, has been slow on 
account of Congress appropriating only 
about $100,000 per, year for the work. The 


original estimate of cost was $2,000,000.

A RAILROAD DEAL. 


Some Startling Figures Concerning 
Northern Pacific Terminal.

MILWAUKEE, June 5.—Edwin H. Ab- 
bott, before Master of Chancery Carey 
today, gave his version of the famous 
Chicago and Northern Pacific deal, upon 
which depends Thomas F. Oakes remain-. 
ing receiver of the Northern Pacific. Nothe 
ing of a sensational nature was elicited 
from the witness. Toward the close of 
the morning session the dull and uninter- 
esting proceedings were relieved by the 
momentary promise of a sensation. Pettit 
led Abbott up to a point where it ap- 
peared he had been one of the four men 
who had made $500,000 on, an investment 
of $500,000. 
‘ Abbott quickly offered an explanation 
and produced evidence which furnished 
the sensation. He said the total issue of 
preferred stock of the Chicago and Great 
Western had been $2,500,000 at 90 cents on 
the dollar. Of that amount $1,500,000 hag 
been paid in cash and the other $500,000 
of the $1,000,000 of original stock, which. 
Messrs. Colby, Abbott, Post and Rust had 
purchased at 50 cents and turned it in at 
that figure. 

When an adjournment was taken at 4. 
o’clock this afternoon it had been shown 
by the testimony of Abbott that up to. 
January 13, 1889, and prior to the organi- ; 
zation of the Chicago and Northern Pa-. 
cific Company, the terminals bearing the. 
latter name had cost over $11,000,000. 

‘How much more they cost before they. 
were turned over to the Northern Pacific , 
Company will probably appear in Abbott's 
testimony tomorrow. Abbott was nearly, 
three hours on the stand today and the. 
direct testimony is not completed. There | 
were two important points brought out in 
the testimony. One was the fact that 
Thomas F. Oakes had subscribed for $20, 
000 of Chicago and Great Western Rai 
way, the original terminal stock, in 1886, ° 
and gave his note to C. L. Colby and W, 
H. Abbott for the amount; that in April, 
1887, Oakes had failed to pay for his 
stock, his subscription was canceled and 
his note returned to him. 

The other point Was the statement in de. 
tail of the cost of thé terminals up to the. 
time that Colby, Abbott and Hoyt, trus- 
tees for the subscribers, turned over the 
property of the Chicago and Great Western 
Company on January 31, 1889, to the North- 
ern Pacific Company. Abbott was one. 
the readiest witnesses which the plaintiffs 
in the suit against Oakes have met. He- 
came into court with nearly a hundred- 
weight of documents and correspondence, 
covering the history of the terminal deal. 
and whatever information was asked for 
was furnished promptly. The examination 
will probably last several days. It is ex+ 
pected that Oakes will be called when the 
lawyers are through with Abbott.

THE INQUIRY. 


Wire Manufacturer Gaston of Wilkesbarre 
Testifies. 

WASHINGTON, June 5. — Before the 
Senate committee investigating the al- 
leged operations of the Sugar Trust in ef- 
forts to influence tariff legislation, Walter 
Gaston, a wire manufacturer of Wilkes- 
barre, was examined today. He stated that 
he came to Washington in March in the 
interest of the tariff on wire, and, stop- 
ping at the Arlington Hotel, was assigned 
to room No. 33.

, | A TRIUMPH WHICH CANNOT LAST. 


 $t is a common boast of Democratic 
spokesmen that the national campaign of 
4892 resulted in a great victory for free 
trade, or “‘tariff reform,” as they prefer 
to name the issue for which they con- 
tended. The statement is not strictly cor- 
rect. The election of Grover Cleveland 
jt is true, placed in control of national 
affairs the political party committed to 
the “tariff-reform”’ shibboleth. In a literal 
sense the result of the election was, there- 
fore, a victory for that party. But in the 
broader sense it was not a Teal. 
yictory—a victory for principles. It was,

' gather, the temporary triumph of an in- 


sincere party, and contained within itself 
the germs of ultimate defeat. = 
' No political victory for principles can 
be permanent unless ‘honestly achieved. 
The triumph of the Democratic party in 1892 
was accomplished by shameless misrepre- 
sentation and the vilest of deception. Al- 
though the tariff question was ostensibly 
the predominant issue, the result was not 
‘the deliberate and conclusive verdict of 
the American people on that issue. The 
people did not vote in ‘that campaign 
squarely and honestly on the question of 
protection or free trade. The result was 


~* not, therefore, the conscientious and intel- 


ligent verdict of the people on the tariff 


question. 


Demagogy never played a more promi- 
ent role in a national election than it 
played in the Presidential election of 
1892. The real issues of the campaign 
were obscured by a: deluge of monstrous 
falsehood, vilification and sophistry. 
“Thoughtless and ignorant voters—the nat- 
ural prey of the charlatan—were made 
to believe all sorts of evil things concern- 
ing the protective system—which had 
‘been as the bread of life to them by tens 
of thousands—and were deluded into the 
belief that. “‘tariff reform’’ was a syno- 
nym for everything good and desirable 
and beneficial to their interests. The an- 
tagonisms of labor toward its employers 
‘were adroitly manipulated into Democratic 
votes, by all the vile processes of false- 
‘hood and deception known to tricksters 
and poltroons. ‘ No expedient was consid- 
ered too despicable for this work. Passion 
and prejudice were successfully appealed 
to, and were made to yield their wretched 
tribute of votes for Cleveland and ‘“‘re- 
form.”’ The result is well known. It 


placed in power a party, which, in less 


than two years, has well-nigh ruined the 
nation. 

As this party really represented no great 
and definite principles, it has been unable 
to formulate such principles as it as- 
sumed to represent, into law. Its triumph 
will be but transitory. Its. bungling has 
disgusted intelligent men, and the ruin 
it has wrought has opened the eyes of 
the victims: of its deception. They will 
not vote in droves for “tariff reform” 
next time. 


TRUTHS THAT ARE SELF-EVIDENT. 


Whether employers are wholly right and 
employees wholly wrong in the pending 
labor disturbances; whether the reverse 
proposition be the true one; whether both 
sides to the controversy are partly right 
and partly wrong—these are questions not 
to be asked npr answered at the present 
juncture. Very likely there may be right 
and wrong on both sides—for Most ques- 
tions have more than one side. | 

Upon one question connected with these 
disturbances, however, there is no room 
for two opinions. This is the question of 
preserving the public peace. All other is- 


, Sues are for the moment thrust aside, and 


this issue has become paramount. No 
loyal citizen can entertain an opinion on 
this subject at variance with the plain and 
simple requirements of both organic and 
statutory law. Order must be restored 
and preserved at all hazards and at any 
cost. Until this result has been accom- 
plished there can be no final adjustment of 
minor questions. 

“Neither can there be any substantial 
progress nor any permanent prosperity un- 
til law has once more been made the 
supreme power of the land. If violence is 
sikely to break out at any time upon the 
most trivial pretext, any compromise or 
adjustment of present troubles will be a 
mere temporary expedient, a mere truce 
in the battle: The one condition prece- 
dent-—the vital principle which must tri- 


wmph-—is respect for the law by all 


conditions of the peopie. 
Fo be constantly reiterating and insist- 


ing upon a truth so simple and axiomatic, 
seems like asserting and reasserting that 
two and two make four. Nobody can dis- 
pute the latter proposition; yet its truth 
is no more self-evident, no more funda- 
mental, than the profosition that the law 
must be universally respected if this peo- 
ple is to be successfully governed by law. 
The -organized attempts to dispute this 
latter axiom furnish at once the necessity 
and the excuse for its frequent and em- 
phatic reiteration. 

The organized lawlessness which forms 
the feature of each day’s news is in the 
last degree demoralizing. The fact that it 
goes on unrepressed, almost unrebuked, 
tends strongly to dull the public conscience 
to the enormity of the wrongs committed 
against society and against all that makes 
civilization successful or desirable. There 
is danger that we may come to regard these 
things too much as a matter of course, too 


| much a8 inevitable incidents in the prog- 


ress of events. They are not inevitable. 
They are not evidences of development or 
progress. They are evidences of disease 
and retrogression and degeneracy. If ever 
we come to accept them as the inevitable, 
we shall have been well started on the 
road to national decadence and dissolution. 


WAITE ON THE PLATFORM. 


A gentleman of this city—a former offi- 
cial—who knew Gov. Waite of Colorado 
when the latter was a member of the 
Kansas Legislature, de@lares that he was 
at that time, as now, an unspeakable 
demagogue. This is not at all an incred- 
ible statement, for there is no evidence 
extant that Gov. Waite has ever been, or 
ever will be, anything but a demagogue, 
a trickster, and a mcuntebank of the most 
pronounced type. The gentleman above 
referred to. relates that ‘‘Col.’’ Waite, as 
he was then called, while a member of 
the Kansas Legislature, was loud-mouthed 
(as he is now) in denunciation of “‘monop- 
olies,” ‘“‘plutocrats” and ‘‘corporations”— 


especia railroad corporations. He 
clared that he would never,  un- 


der any circumstances, accept a pass 
from a_ railroad company, and roundly 
denounced those of his’ colleagues who 
did accept such favors. It was obsérved, 
however, that Mr. Waite, when riding on 
the railroads, had the habit of going out 
on the car platform to pay his fare. The 
circumstance was thought to be ‘singular, 
and on one occasion several of his col- 
leagues, who happened to be on the same 
train, followed him quietly out of the 
car, reaching the platform just in time 
to see the great anti-railroad statesman 
‘hand the conductor a legislative pass-book 
in “payment” of his fare. Waite was 
fairly caught, but, of course, he was not 
abashed. Such conscienceless scallawags 
have too much gall to be disconcerted at 
the exposure of their hy¥pocritical methods. 
His mouth continued to do business at the 
Same old stand, and is still as active as 
ever, though he left the State of Kansas, 
for its good, and fastened himself like a 
barnacle upon unfortunate Colorado. 


TREATMENT OF TRAMPS. 


The way to get rid of tramps, which 
has long been known and has many times 
been proved, is to make their food and 
shelter depend absolutely upon work. Last 
winter the city of Baltimore rid itself of 
all these pests by refusing to give them 
a place to sleep except condition of 
their earning it. The result was that when 
other cities were overrun with tramps Bal- 
timore was free of them, and, thus relieved, 
the city turned its attention to finding 
work for the deserving unemployed. This 
work came so near to paying for itself that 
only an insignificant sum of money was 
required to prevent actual suffering. This 
interesting sociological result has,. there- 
fore, again demonstrated that it is the 
tramp—the idler who does not want work— 
that causes the demoralization in a time 
of distress, and prevents the involuntary 
idle from finding proper aid. .A very in- 
teresting and complete explanation of this 
experiment appears in- the June number 
of the Forum, by Dr. BE. R. L. Gould, of 
the Johns Hopkins University, who had 
the direction of this important work. The 
Baltimore ‘‘experiment’’ is not only worth 
trying elsewhere, but ought to be tried 
in every community in the land, where 
the problem of aid for the destitute is 


serving of assistance is always willing to 
work, if able to do.so. It is wrong in 
principle and mischievous in practice to 
provide food, clothing, or money for any 
class of applicants for relief, without re- 
quiring them to return some’ sort of an 
equivalent, in labor, for the help extended. 
A worthy applicant will invariably prefer 
to render some return for the relief which 
he receives. Reflisal to do so is prima 
facie and conclusive evidence that the 
applicant is unworthy. 


‘There is a possibility of further trouble 
at Cripple Creek, despite the alleged set- 
tlement secured by Gov. Waite. The Gov- 
ernor has ordered the entire State militia 
»to move on the strike district, whéré their 
commanding officer is to obtain the agree- 
ment of both mine-owners and strtkers to 
the terms of settlement. The alternative 
is probably a démonstration by the militia- 
men. The miners are said to be satisfied 
with the terms secured, but some of the 
mine-owners refuse gto accede to the de- 
mands of their erstwhile employees, and 
it would seem that the Colorado executive 
proposes they shall see things in another 
light. 


That was a rather singular situation of 
affairs at Portland, QOr., when fire broke 
out in a large warehouse, which the fire- 
department was unable to reach in the 
usual way, because it was surrounded “by 
several feet of water. For a time there 
was great danger of a serious conflagration. 


But, fortunately, barges. wee secured,

Serious conflagrations 
because of a scarcity of water are of all

Just thirteen Senators—six Democrats

The, vast business interests 
of the nation are suffering serious injury 
by reason of the inexcusable delay of the 
Senate to compléte its action, pass some 
sort of a bill, and end the uncertainty. 
Only . thirteen Senators present at the 


opening of the session, with business of so 


\much importance under consideration! 
Thirteen is an ominous number. 


The gold coinage for the current fiscal 
year will aggregate $80,000,000, which is 
the largest amount of gold coined during 
any one year in the nation’s history. The 
nearest approaches to the record of the 
present year were in 1861, and again in 
1881, when somewhat more than $67,000,000 
was coined. Comparatively little of the 
gold coined during the present year has 
remained in the treasury, having been 
drained off by the systsm pursued in the 
purchase of silver bullion under the Sher- 
man act, and by the enforced redemp- 
tion of treasury notes. : 


Our total foreign trade—exports and im- 
ports—will be considerably less for the 
present year than for any one of the four 
years preceding. This is in part due to 
the depressed condition of business, and in 
part to the tariff agitation of the past 
few months. Inasmuch as our free-trade 
friends are so much given to discussing of 
the advantages of foreign trade, and the 
benefits to be -reaped from ‘‘the markets 
of the world,’’ the showing made by their 
first year’s management of affairs is rather 
dismal, viewed from their own stand- 
point. 


The labor troubles, as fast as they are 
suppressed in one quarter break forth in 
another. A mob of union men have in- 
augurated a reign of terror in McKeesport, 
Pa., where they have seized the National 
Tube Works, after brutally beating some 
of the workmen who chose to remain at 
work. The police are powerless, and. the 
Sheriff has hastily organized a force to 
recover the works and restore order, if 
possible.

Response of Rev. Mr. Deere of Riverside —A 
Lay Sermon by, President Keyes 
of Throop Polytechnic 
Institute, 


The California Universalist Convention 
cpened Tuesday evening at the Universal- 
ist Church in Pasadena, at 7:30 o'clock, 
and was attended by a large number 
delegates from, Pasadena and elsewhere, 
and by a crowd of interested church peo- 
ple and citizens generally. The audito- 
rium was prettily decorated with ivy and 
white lilies. 

Rev. Dr. Conger, in his characteristic 


and hearty way, welcomed the delegates 


to the homes of Pasadena, and the hearts 
of her people. He said@t was the third 
time in the short history of the parish 
this privilege of acting as host to the 
convention was afforded them. He thanked 
the delegates for coming so far to give 
them this opportunity. He welcomed them 
first to the work before them. It was 
a great work—the greatest work given 
Christians to do. It is to work for the 
highest and best interests of the universal 
brotherhood under the spiritual leader- 
ship of Jesus Christ, in grateful love 
to our heavenly Father, who is working 
with us His great will and good pleasure. 
We are trying to touch the life of the 
young with the spirit of the universal 
love and the universal brotherhood. We 
want the young life of the world trans- 
formed as the wild rose is transformed 
by the inspirations of nature, under the 
skillful hand of man, in obedience to 
law. We want to sweeten sadness and 
lighten sorrow. We would break the 
chains of appetite, curb passion and sub- 
due vice by developing temperance and 
virtue, and making manhood and woman- 
hood strong to rule in the wisdom of love. 
It is ours to teach a gospel that shall 
drive out cruelty and oppression, whether. 
it is the iron heel of capital or the dyna- 
mite of the mob. Our work is to unite 
and not divide, to preach harmony rather 
than strife, love and helpfulness in place 
of hate and hindrance. We are sworn to 
help knowledge and truth, drive out igno- 
rance, superstition and bigotry. Our work 
is nothing less than to establish the Mas- 
ter’s kingdom of the golden rule of love 
on earth, as a foretaste of the Father’s 
kingdom above. This*is your work and 
mine. You have come up here to tell us 
what you have been. doing, to give us 
your counsel, and help us plan together 
for better things. i

The feature of the evening was the ad- 
dress given by C. H. Keyes, president of 
Throop Polytechnic Institute, in the nature 
of a layman’s sermon. Mr. Keyes took 
for his subject, ‘“‘The Chief Hindrance to 
Vigorous Development.” He began by 
saying: “If asked why annually this rep- 
resentative body of men and women leave 
their homes, put aside the demands of 
business, travel long distances to attend 
these conventions, the answer would be 
that from these meetings and the delib- 
erations attendant upon them, the experi- 
ences exchanged, that all might gain an 
added strength, a deeper inspiration to 
high and noble living, and a clearer wis- 
dom in the work.so greatly needed in 
these times. Duty and opportunity is then 
brought before us. It is our hope that 
the accomplishments of this season and 
the year to come will be more potent for 
the cause of practical religion.” 

The church of today should be a work- 
ing organization, not a body of speculative 
philosophers. The world asks what can 
the church inspire: its followers to do, 
not what does it command them to think. 
The world is careless of our profession, 
but alive to our performances. President 
Keyes compared the religion of former 
days to a kind of life insurance associa- 
tion, the terms of which policy neither the 
holder or agent pretended to understand 
nor thought necessary. As men have 
grown in intelligence they have discarded 
the old ideas or hold them with large men- 
tal reservations, and, added Mr. Keyes, 
“the organizations whose representatives 
are gathered here have given up insurance 
and gone into better business.”’ They pro- 
fess to have quit preparing men for death 
and have begun training them for life; no 
longer asking, is he prepared to die, but 
is he fit to live? 

The speaker continued with a charac- 
teristic outline of the doctrine of the Uni- 
versalist church, which denounces the 
denominational head-shaping machine, 
and would give to all freedom of thought 
‘and spontaneity of action. The fellowship 
of the Universalist church depends upon 
identity of intellectual conviction and 
grants freedom to its children to ream in 
any field of science or philosophy with the 
fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of 
man as its shibboleth. The obstacles and 
hindrances against it are human narrow- 
ness. Intense denominationalism does 
more harm every year to the cause of pure 
and undefiled religion than the most 
Clastic agnosticism.. 

President Keyes spoke at length 
hindrances to vigorous development and 
then proceeded to show what a great and 
growing body the Universalist church is, 
and predicted a time when one association, 
a strong, vigorous and liberal church, 
shall prevail. This might soon be brought 
about could the denominational zealots re- 
press themselves a little and put non- 
essentials where they belong, in the back- 
ground, and remember that today all the 
liberal organizations and not a few evan- 
.gelical churches are thoroughly agreed 
upon all that determines character and 
life. The Parliament of Religions at the 
World’s Fair taught a wonderful lesson 
of toleration and fraternity. 

Mr. Keyes’s address was one of some 
length, but so forcibly and beautifully 
rendered, so full of depth of thought and 
practical interest that it held the audience 
in close attention and was deeply appre- 
clated as a masterly handling of an im-

DANGEROUS .COUNTERFEITS. 


Bogus Haff Dollars of Pure Silver are in 
Circulation. 

(San Francisco Examiner, Monday:) 

Secret Service Agent Harris is studying 

out a problem in counterfeiting that is 

without a\paraliel in his exerience. 

He has reason to believe that thereisa 
gang either in this.city or in the interior 
engaged in making 50-cent pieces, out of 
pure silver, each piece being a trifle lighter 
than the genuine coin. 

The discovery was made over a week 
ago. Three of the counterfeit coins were 
turned in to the cashier of the Sutter- 
street Railroad by one of .the conductors 
in one day. The coins looked so fresh and 
new that the cashier was disposed to ex- 
amine them somewhat closely. He thought 
they seemed a trifle light, and to, make 
sure he notified Harris. The detective 
examined the coins and pronounced them 
counterfeits. They were sent to the chict 
of the service, from whom Mr. Harris 
yesterday received the following letter: 

May 19, 1894. 

M. R. Harris, Special Operative Secret 
Service Division—Sir: I note what you 
state in your report of the 18th inst., re- 
garding the counterfeit 50-cent coin in- 
closed therewith. You will inform the 
business people and community at large— 
through the medium of the press—that to 
make, have in possession or use any coun- 
terfeit coin made of silver is as much in 
violation of the law as in the case of a 
coin made of base metal, and that the 
government will be most vigorous in its 
prosecution of persons making or handling 
such counterfeits, owing to their danger- 
ous character. Respectively yours, 

W. P. Hazen, Chief. 

“The profit in this peculiar kind of 
coutterfeiting,’ said Agent Harris, ‘‘is 
not so large as when base metal is used. 
The silver in a genuine half dollar is 
worth about 22 cents. It weighs 900 
grains fine, whereas this counterfeit 
weighs about 825 grains. The difference 
in weight is accounted for by the fact 
that very heavy, powerful machinery, that 
the counterfeiters cannot possibly have. 
is required to roll and press the silver so 
as to make it of the standard thickness. 
On each counterfeit the profit is from 26 
_to 28 cents.”’ 

Agent Harris has gone to work on the 
case, although the clews are scant and the 
chances of finding the counterfeiters are 
correspondingly small.

John Daniel Schieck died on the 15th day 
of May, at Honolulu, Hawaiian Islands,

“LEFT A CLEW. 


| Burglar Leaves His Step- 
sterious burglar, who, for s0 
‘has completely baffled the 
police detectives, both by the frequency 
of his operations and the cleverness with 
which they were carried out, has again 
been heard of, and for the first time has 


ft a clew behind him. 
o About 9:30 o’clock on Monday night, 
while Mrs. Garnsey of No. 940 West Wash- 
‘ington street, was chatting with some 
friends in the back parlor, she heard a 
peculiar noise, apparently in front of the 
house. Upon going into a front room to 
investigate she was startled to find the 
body of a man on a ladder almost on a 
level with the upper sash of the window, 
from which she peered. With a shriek of 
fear she rushed back to her friends, who, 
upon learning of the cause of her fright, 
started to investigate the matter. The 
burglar, however, had evidently heard the 
scream, dropped to the ground, and taken. 
to his heels, for he had disappeared. In 
his hurry, however, he left behind him a 
very valuable piece of evidence in the 
shape of a specially constructed rope lad- 
der, which is a veritable work of art. 

In almost every instance the burglaries 


reported from the southwestern part of
